JO ADD 85 BLOCKS TO CITY 


High-powered Pumps Wash Dirt Down 
Through Flumes to the Sea-— 
Mountain Now Disappearing 
Has Interesting History. 


New York.—Rio de Janerio is to 
have a new suburb aud to make room 
for it 7,000,000 cubic yards of dirt are 
to be catapulted into the sea. Modern 
science has once more made land 
where there was open se a ; sliced off 
a rock-ribbed, rock-girded hill that a 
city may have better ventilation and 
sanitation. Since 2567, according to the 
Literary Digest, the remains of the 
founder of Rio de Janeiro, Estaclo de 
Sa, have rested on this hill, so that 
it Is regarded by the devout as nothing 
short of vandalism. 
But despite the 
opposition of the church, a combined 
counsel of medical and housing ex­ 
perts has prevailed, and in less than 
IS mouths 05 blocks of good business 
property and a 20-block public park 
will stretch along the new sea wall, 
built to keep tills most recent sub­ 
urb from {slipping into the ocean. 
Says the New York Times in an 
article on the subject: 
“Although this addition to Rio de 
Janeiro is ofter, called a suburb, it 
should 
be 
designated 
an 
an­ 
nex, for it lies not far from the cen­ 
ter of the city and close to Vermelha 
beach, where the exposition Is being 
held. 
To continue the work on the 
new fill-ln, begun in the early part of 
this year, big pumps which carry off 
the dirt will have to operate over the 
tops of some of the exposition build­ 
ings. 


Work of Eight Years to Take Two. 


“For protection against fire It has 
been proposed to make connections 
with the discharge lines at convenient 
points. 
According to engineers any 
building could be flooded in ten min­ 
utes. In this way the machinery which 
Is throwing sea water against the dirt 
mid rock on the hilltop, washing it 
down through flumes to the sea, will 
serve a double purpose. 
“Years ago the work of removing 
this hill was started by native con­ 
tractors who used mule-drawn carts to 
carry the dirt and stone to the sea 
wall. 
In estimating the cost of this 
work it was found that it would he 
something like 75 cents a cubic yard 
and would taken ti gilt years. 
With 
the high-powered pumps now installed 
It will not cost mort* than 25 cents a 
cubic yard and will take less thun 
two years. 
“The material to la moved Is 15 per 
cent rock and 85 per cent dirt. lite 
rock will lie removed by steam shovels 
and the dirt by three pumps. 
One of 
these pumps will take care of four 
hydraulic giants, each with a S^-inch 
stream at tile nozzle. Twelve of these 
gl ints will shoot the earth ,from the 
top of the fill to the till-in. 
A sea wall 
three miles long and about half a mile 
wide has been constructed to receive 
the debris. 
“Close to the new land being made 
along the water front will stand the 
permanent 
United 
States 
embassy 
building now under construction by a 
New York firm.” 


Became One of the Stones. 


The mountain now disappearing has 
an interesting history, we are told, 
'lhe writer says of It: 
"In the year 1555 a Frenchman ar­ 
rived with a band of Huguenots in 
the Buy of Rio de Janeiro, and here 
in ibis landlocked bay tile first Prot­ 
estant service in the Americas was 
said to 
have been held by these 
wandering sailors 
To expel these 
Frenchmen, the Portuguese governor 
at Bahia sent his nephew, Estacio de 
Sa, to found a settlement on Guana- 
bora bay. In 15G7 Sa was killed by the 
French. The little village he founded 
was then moved to the top of the hill 
where the Church Sao Sebastiao wits 
begun in the year of F-stacio de Sa's 
death. Here it has stood all through 
the years, and here has rested the 
remains of Estacio. 
“Now the old church must coma 
down to make room for the growing 
city. 
The district around It has de­ 
generated until Morro de Castello Is 
said to be inhabited by the poor, the 
shiftless and the vicious. 
The slums 
of Rio de Janeiro are usually on the 
hills, for the rich do not like to walk 
—In fact, will not walk in the heat 
and the sun—and therefore choose 
a home nearer the sea. 
So the hill­ 
tops, with their unsurpassed view of 
the harbor, ar 
left to the poor. 
“I-i lf 89, after the fall of the mon- 
i rcliy, removal of the capital was con­ 
sidered tv s o n ' other location on ac­ 
count of yellow fever. 
This disease 
has bein cleared ut t of the country, 
and a satisfactory system of sanita­ 
tion installed. 
Tin t certain portions 
of the hill slums v\ mid rot submit to 
ti e usui I health regulations has been 
a sire point. Sojourner* on Morro de 
Costello have been a I w unto them­ 
selves In a measure, and It is only 
when modern science Is taking their 
hill 
from them 
that these feudal 
dwellers are at hist being forced to 
‘pitch their t“nts’ where they will not 
be a menace to tile tty.*• health.’

CLEW TO LOST ISLAND RACE 


Prof. MacMillen Brown Examines 100 
Stone 
Images 
in 
Easter 
Island 
Which May Tell the Story. 


Sydney.—Prof. MacMillen Brown, a 
noted Polynesian authority, has re­ 
turned from Easter Island, which, he 
says, Is the most inaccessible place In 
the world. 
The huge cattle ranch there owned 
by a Valparaiso firm Is worked by 300 
natives and tw*o whites, and Is visited 
annually by a Chilean schooner. There 
are no land birds or native animals, 
and once small gray rats were used 
as currency and ultimately served as 
titbits for the aristocracy. 
Professor Brown examined the IOO 
famous stone Images In human form 
standing on great stone platforms, be­ 
low which are chambers where are 
placed the bleached hones of the dead. 
Some of the statues are of immense 
size, 
fully 70 feet 
in height and 
crowned by huge stone hats. 
The professor believes that tens of 
thousands of 
workmen erected the 
monuments to the people of a bygone 
Pacific empire Inhabiting the ring of 
archipelagoes whereof Easter island 
Is the center. The native name means 
navel or center of tile earth. 
Profes­ 
sor Brown’s theory is that food was 
taken to the workers Iii canoes from 
neighboring islands by the masters 
who came to bury the great men of 
the race. 
There is unm istakable evidence of 
the sudden abandonment of the work, 
probably a cataclysm submerged the 
Islands, cutting off the .supplies of the 
workers. 


TERRACING URGED 
BY DENVER AGENT 


M. B. Oates, farm agent of the 
Denver Railway Company, spent sev­ 
eral days in Wise county last week 
assisting County Agent W. M. Love 
in holding a series of meetings in 
various communities with the object 
of ascefltaining farm conditions as 
they exist. 
The w n ter had the novel 
privilege of attending one of these 
meetings in the home of D. B. Gil­ 
liland of the Oak Grove community. 
Mr. Oates held the floor for several 
hours and questioned the assembly 
of farmers exhaustively concerning 
the general and special details that 
arise in their undertakings as farm ­ 
ers. 
Mr. Oates is a keen anaylist, 
a veteran of many years of practical 
work in farm promotion, covering a 
broad general range in the southwest 
and manifests a sincere interest in 
the prosecution of his work in behalf 
of farmers and farming. 
He left a 
strong impression looking toward the 
betterment of conditions in the Oak 
Grove 
community, 
clarified 
many 
vexatious problems of farming and 
bequeathed to his listeners a firmer 
grasp on 
the important work in 
which they are engaged. 
That which was of most signifi­ 
cance to the writer, however, was 
the broad general application of the 
fact developed at this meeting of the 
outstanding need of restoration of 
depleted farm soils thru the agencies 
of terracing and the plowing under 
of vegetation.

to be the fundamental need applica­ 
ble to all farm lands in the Oak. 
Grove community, and since that 
community it but a cross section of 
the county and has been accorded the 
same manner of destructive farm 
treatment,

FAIL TO DIAGNOSE PHTHISIS 


French 
Expert 
Tell* 
British 
How 
Lung Trouble Fools Doctor*— 
Many Not Consumption. 


Glasgow.—Doctors often fail to di­ 
agnose correctly lung consumption as 
distinct from other respiratory dis­ 
ease, according to Prof. Erist of Paris, 
In a recent address before the British 
Medical association. 
The speaker said that in 1916, at 
Compelgne, 182 men were sent into 
the hospital with a diagnosis of tuber­ 
culosis. 
Observations showed the di­ 
agnosis to be Justified in only 53 cases. 
The 139 cases, he declared, were un­ 
doubtedly nonconsumptive. 
In 1918 Doctor Erist examined 342 
men in Paris said to have consump­ 
tion. 
Of these only 37 had lung con­ 
sumption, 22 were not definitely diag­ 
nosed and 283 were certainly nonfu- 
bercular. 


Saws Her Way Out. 
Thomaston, Me.—State prison offi­ 
cials one day searched In vain for 
Lucy Dominick, a seventeen-year-old 
Indian girl, who escaped from the in­ 
stitution early that morning by saw­ 
ing through the bars of her cell. The 
girl was transferred to the prison 
from the Reformatory for Women at 
Skowhegan. 
It is the first time in 
the history of the ..rison that a woman 
inmate has escaped. 


Is your child a street child? 
If so, did you ever stop to think 
where he is being educated? 
You 
probably send him off to 
school every day and heave a sigh of 
relief 
as 
you 
think 
to 
yourself, 
“Well, the school is taking care of 
him for the day.” 
Is it? 
How much time is your 
child spending in school, and how 
much outside of school? 
And where 
is he spending his time outside of 
school? 
Let us do some mental arithm e­ 
tic. 
You will probably admit that when 
a child has spent at home ten hours 
in sleep, three hours f 
meals, and 
three hours for general activities, 
the city child has pretty well exhaust­ 
ed the possibilities for being kept 
wholesomely occupied by the ordina­ 
ry city home. 
And he has pretty 
well exhausted all the adults in the 
home. 
Now for the school. 
We are ac­ 
customed to thij k of the school as 
taking care of children for five hours 
a day. 
But when you count up the 
small part of the whole year that 
the school is in session, you will 
find that, counting 365 days in the 
year, the school takes care of your 
child only two and one-half hours a 
day. 
And it lr the 3':5 days that you 
are interested in fo»* you have your 
child to provide f ir, not for the 
school year, but for all the days In 
the year. 
But, you will 3ay, there are the 
libraries, supervised play, churches, 
recreatior parks, boy scouts, and so 
forth.

day. 
In other words, the city has 
your child for twice as many hours 
a day to educate him in the wrong 
direction as thes cfiool has to cho­ 
ate I im in tiler ight direction. 
It is this street education which 
is really molding the lives and char­ 
acters of our city children, for the 
city is a most efficient teacher. It is 
teaching children to loaf, not to 
play; to destroy, not construct. 
It 
creates a love of quick, cheap, pas­ 
sing excitement, not habits of sus­ 
tained wholesome enthusiasm and in­ 
terest. 
It develops an attitude of 
“ What's the use?” Instead of nour­ 
ishing and developing the most pre­ 
cious thing in hildren— an eager in ­ 
tellectual curiosity. 
The city street 
distorts and deforms children. 
It 
destroys their powers of healthy, 
wholesome growth. 
Are you willing to leave your chil I 
to the mercy of the city street? 
Or will you help to make the 
school a successful competitor with 
ti e street? 
Will you help the school authori­ 
ties to provide within the school the 
activities that all children lo v e—- 
playgrounds, shops, gymnasiums, sci­ 
ence laboratories— places where chil­ 
dren rn ty be kept wholesomely occu- 
p ed a’ day long, and where adults 
nay c >me in the evening for recr v 
r tion and pleasure?

Y T7IN IFR ED has the fanciful intern 
v v pretatlon of “White Stream.” It 
sounds strangely reminiscent of forest 
glades and pagan elves, but it is really 
derived from Welsh religion. 
Accord­ 
ing to legend, a Welsh nun, named 
Gwenfrewi was beheaded by a furious 
prince called Caradoo because she re­ 
fused his addresses. 
After the fash­ 
ion of most Welsh saints, she caused 
a well te spring up over the place of 
her martyrdom. 
This well does not flow continually, 
but it has medicinal values and lti 
•stones are said to be red-veined with 
the blood of the saintly nun. 
She wa* 
called by the English St. Winifred and 
as Winifred, or Wenefred, was accept­ 
ed by Wales in place of the somewhat 
unpronounceable Gwenfrewi. 
Indeed, 
her popularity in Wales was so tre­ 
mendous that she became almost the 
national Welsh name. 
The Saxons had a Winfrith, which 
jneant “friend of peace,” wide ii is fre­ 
quently confused with Winifred, and 
Is 
sometimes 
used 
Interchangeably 
with it. 
Winifred lins never gained 
tile vogue here that she lins In Eng­ 
land. 
But Winnie, Hie diminutive, is 
popular in America, which Ion es con­ 
tractions and endearments, Curiously 
enough, none of the European coun­ 
tries have adopted the name or placed ; 
the stamp of their influence upon it. 
It remains purely a product of Hie 
British Isles. 
Freda is another con­ 
traction which is popular in this conn- j 
try. 
Whether tile German Frieda is i 
allied with tills is an open question 
with etymologists. 
. The beryl is Winifred's talismanic 
atone. 
It assures her amiability and | 
gives her unconquerable charm, accord- j 
lug to an old prophecy.
